The schools in Missouri are up 
against it. Even with the splendid 
and praiseworthy efforts 
of 
the 
people to provide for the 
schools 
there is not enough money in sight 
n many districts to provide even 
a minimum program 
for 
a 
full 
term. 
Our system of supporting 
the schools has broken down. 
Thousands of schools in Missouri 
will close 
next year with 
short 
terms. 
Many schools cannot oper­ 
ate for more 
than 
two or three 
months, in view of their 
present 
deficits. 
Some will not open 
at 
all. 
There is hardly a district in 
the State that has not been forced 
to effect radical and ruinous 
re­ 
ductions in the school program. 
Such necessary additions as 
the 
purchasing of books and 
supplies, 
the repairing 
and 
painting 
of 
buildings and 
the 
replacing 
of 
broken 
and 
worn-out 
furniture 
have not been made, and cannot be 
made. 
This statem ent is not a cry 
of 
“wolf! wolf!” 
It is not made in 
an attem pt to frighten the people. 
It is made in an effort to call the 
attention of the people in Missouri 
to the 
critical 
condition of 
our 
public school system.' The 
facts 
are amply adequate to w arrant the 
statem ent that our public school 
system in many districts will sure­ 
ly collapse unless additional reve­ 
nue can be supplied by the State. 
The sharp decline in school rev­ 
enue is due to three causes, name­ 
ly, radical reductions in assessed 
valuations, rapidly growing delin­ 
quencies in taxes, and a steadily 
fallng off 
in State 
revenue, 
of 
which the public schools receive a 
one-third part. 
The assessed val­ 
uation of real and personal proper­ 
ty in the St^te in 1933 is only 68 
per cent of what it was in 1920. On 
March 1, delinquent taxes am ount­ 
ed to more than thirty-seven mill­ 
ions of dollars, seventeen millions 
being in school taxes. 
From July 


1, 1932, to June 30, 1933, with ten 
months’ revenue already in, the an­ 
ticipated funds in the State school 
moneys fund is only 58 per cent of 
what it was in 1920. 
The schools 
have been short of money this year. 
They will be much 
shorter 
next 
year, in view of the ten per cent 
reduction in assessed 
valuations, 
the mounting 
tax 
delinquencies, 
and the falling State revenue. 
The general property tax 
has 
broken down. 
It no longer yields 
sufficient revenue to support 
our 
legitimate and essential 
govern­ 
mental services. 
Furtherm ore, 
it 
is an unjust tax, falling too heavily 
upon some, and not at all upon the 
great majority of the 
population. 
It m ust be relieved to some extent. 
There must be an adequate replace­ 
ment tax, levied and collected on a 
State-wide basis, and apportioned 
to all the school districts 
in 
the 
State on an equitable basis. 
Conferences are being called in 
all the counties in the State for the 
purpose of working out a feasible 
plan for saving our State public 
school system from collapse.

In 1854, Kate Field went to Mas­ 
sachusetts to visit with her aunt, 
Mrs. Milton T. Sanford, the form ­ 
er Cordelia Riddle. Kate’s 
associ­ 
ation with the Sanford fam ily was 
to help her on th at brilliant career 
in which she came 
into 
contact 
with so many of the world’s lead- 
in figures. 
In 1855, Kate 
entered 
a seminary near Boston, and 
in 
1859, with her aunt and uncle, went 
to Europe. On this trip, she visit­ 
ed in France and Italy. 
She met 
and knew intimately, although only 
a girl, the 
Brownings, Trollopes, 
George Eliot and others of the lit­ 
eral y world. 
Anthony 
Trollope 
considered her 
his “most 
chosen 
friend”. 
She was also to know 
intim ately such persons as Char­ 
lotte f’ushman and Charles Dick­ 
ens. 
While in Europe on her first 
visit she corresponded for Ameri­ 
can newspapers, and during 
the 
1860’s she contributed much to the 
Atlantic Monthly. 
Beginning in the

1869 to 1871, Kate Field 
lectured 
in - America wth considerable suc­ 


cess. 
This was to be one of 
her 
main occupations in later 
years. 
She even tried the stage, but was 
not a great success at acting.

financial loss to her.

annexation,

In her later years 
she travelled 
widely 
in America, 
lecturing and writing.

Missourians, Mark Twain, William 
T. H arris and F/ugene Field.

latter, although not a relative, al­ 
ways called her his “cousin”. 
Judging from photographs and 
contemporary 
description, 
Kate 
Feld was a charming, if not beau­ 
tiful woman.

On the lecture platform 
she was graceful, and had a voice 
well adapted to speaking and sing­ 
ing. 
The greatest interest of her life,

ACREAGE REDUCTION 
FEATURE OF FARM BILL 


R. L. Furry, County Agent 
The Farm Bill now pending 
in 
Congress is designed to give “par­ 
ity” prices on certain farm com­ 
modities, to 
the 
producers. 
By 
“parity” price, it is meant that the 
purchasing power of a certain farm 
commodity, will be roughly equal 
to its pre-w ar purchasing 
power, 
which in general means the 
pur­ 
chasing power of that commodity 
may he above or below the pre-war 
price, depending upon whether 
or 
not the general commodity prices 
ire above or below pre-war prices. 
This price fixing feature 
is only 
- 
- 
“ ill. 
one part of the gigantic Farm Bil 
To get the benefit of this price, 
the farm er m ust agree to reduce 
his acreage on his crops and other 
farm commodities. There is at the 
present time a tremendous carry­ 
over in our m ajor farm products 
hat is partly responsible for low 
prices. 
Lowering 
of 
production 
should allow this heavy carry-over 
to be absorbed and general 
farm 
prices should mkke a natural 
in­ 
crease, as this 
surplus 
becomes 
absorbed. 
The plan is a voluntary one. No 
farm er need agree to the blank and 
follow it, unless he so desires, but 
the plan is one 
that 
apparently 
will be taken advantage of, by the 
.’arm ors, as it is a virtual gauaran- 
"ee of price, and should prices rise 
ibove the guarantee, the 
farm er 
vill receive the benefit of it. 
The 
ill is not as yet complete, but as 
t now stands, it applies to wheat, 
corn, hogs, 
tobacco, 
cotton 
and 
lniry products. 
It is possible th at 
•hanges m ay be made in commodi- 
ies. 
An exam ple of how the plan will 
vvork is as follows: 
If a farm er desires to take ad­ 
vantage of the bill, he signs 
an 
igi eement with the government, to 
educe his acreage of crops, dairy 
roducts, etc. 
The exact acreage 
eduction and guarantee of price 
•, r.ot as 
yet decided 
upon, 
but 
aking wheat as an example, 
we 
vill say th at the guarantee would 
>e ninety-three cents a bushel,while 
he m arket price was 50 cents a 
ushel. 
When the farm er 
would 
narket his wheat, he would 
re­ 
ceive the 50 cents market price per 
¿ushel and the government would 
ive him 
an 
additional 
4.3 cents 
Hess adm inistration cost) to get 
;.he guaranteed 03 cents or parity 
•iple which would be used on other 
commodities. 
To 
reimburse 
the 
government, for this 43 cents 
a 
‘processing” tax would be collect­ 
ed from the processor, 
so as 
to 
nake the plan self-financing. This 
ax would be passed 
on 
to 
the 
consumer. 
In the case of wheat, 
it takes a sixty cents per bu. 
in­ 
crease to make an approximate one 
cent loaf increase in the retail price 
of bread. Although farm prices 
may be increased to a large degree, 
it will not increase the retail prices 
n proportion, as the Secretary of 
Agriculture has the power to keep 
a check on the effect of this tax up- 
>n the retail price. 
It is planned, if possible, to start 
paying benefits to those signing 
production decreases, as soon 
as 
possible after the Farm Bill 
be­ 
comes activie, in order that the pur­ 
chasing power of the farm er may 
ye speeded up, although first pay- 
nents may not be in full. 
There are two ways for the cot­ 


ton farmer to take advantage 
of 
this bill. 
The first is by acreage 
reduction and the second is, 
that 
he may take an option on as many 
bales of cotton, now held by the 
Farm Board, as he would be 
ex 
pected to produce on his 
reduced 
acreage. The option he would sign, 
would be on this cotton at the pre- 
P 
vailing m arket price, at the time 
he signed, then he may sell 
this 
cotton, any time he desires until 
January 1st, 1934 knd take the in­ 
crease in price. 
This is known a ^ 1 
the Smith Option Plan. 
By buy­ 
ing as many bales as you would 
expect to produce he would let his 
cotton land lay idle and not 
pro­ 
duce any cotton. The present car­ 
ry-over of cotton is enough to fill 
all the needs for twelve months to 
come and we are able to go along 
on a greatly reduced acreage this 
year. 
To adm inister the acreage reduc­ 
tion, there will be set up in each 
county a 
voluntary 
organization 
to co-operate with a representative 
of the United States Departm ent 
of Agriculture.

He said their literal inhibition 
against idolatry and affirmation of 
the “six-day creation m yth” were 
ot no value in building character 
and inculcating intellectual hon­ 
esty”.

IN CARLSBAD CAVE 


Every night at dusk out of Bat 
Cave near Carlsbad, N. M., swarm 
millions of bats, forming a black 
cloud at the mouth of the cave. So 
many bats pour from the black in­ 
terior of the cave that none 
can 
say how many make their 
homes 
there—-estimates range from 5,000- 
000 to 25,000,000. 
At dawn 
they 
return, all to the same cave, altho’ 
there are many caves in the

trict. 
During the night, scientists 
estimate, the swarm of bats 
has 
killed about 25 tons of insects. 
From prehistoric times the bats 
have lived in this cave, shunning 
the others, and it has taken cen­ 
turies to build the flock up to its 
present number.

Ireeh milk and grocery orders, 
rhis combination takes into ac- 
sount not only the problem of a 
iiet adequate to maintain health 
and growth, but also the dietary 
habits of the varied peoples to 
which it is furnished and the 
amount of work which they are 
performing as well. 
The general monthly rations of 
staple groceries on the list of the 
Cook County Bureau of Public 
Welfare, for instance, differs dis­ 
tinctly from the rations which are 
provided for a Southern, a North­ 
ern Italian, a Jewish and Polish, 
a Sicilian, a Mexican, a diabetic 
or a diabetic Jewish family. Cal­ 
culations are made according to 
the number of persons in each 
funily, and the diet differs for 
men and women and for persons 
of different ages, and takes into 
account whether they are unem­ 
ployed, doing light work, doing 
moderately hard work, or per­ 
forming hard muscnlar labor. 


Canned Foods Important 


It is not possible to publish the 
foil lists of the monthly rations 
and of all the commodities which 
can be purchased on the grocery 
orders of the Unemployment Re­ 
lief Service of the Oook County 


Bureau of Public Welfare, but 
canned foods play an important 
part in this work. 
Those included in the various 
rations are unsweetened evapo­ 
rated milk, tomatoes, peas, cut 
string beans, cut beets, fresh lima 
beans, salinon, sardines, pork and 
beans, diced carrots, sauerkraut, 
mackerel, red kidney beans, cut 
mixed vegetables, apple sauce and 
beans in tomato sauce. 
Those included in the grocery 
orders are cut beets, cut carrots, 
peas, sauerkraut, spinach, string 
beans, 
tomatoes, 
tomato sauce 
concentrate, ¿almon, sardines and 
unsweetened evaporated milk. 
Every Precaution 
Every precaution is taken in 
this relief work to make it dear 
that the various monthly rations 
of staple groceries are not a com­ 
pleted ration, and that other fooda 
will need to be added, particularly 
fruits, vegetables and milk. That 
Is where the grocery orders come 
in. From these the recipients can 
choose any of tbs foods listed 
which they prefer. 
The rations 
are varied from month to month. 
Valuable information Is also 
given to the unemployed on the 
TffMm ami values of the various 
foods. Under the beading “Milk,” 
for 
instance, 
this 
information 
says in part: 
“Milk should be the foundation 
of every diet. 
Money spent for 
milk will bring s greater return 
in nutritive value than money 
spent for any other food. 
Un­ 
sweetened evaporated milk is just 
as nutritious as fresh milk. 
In 


many communities it is cheaper 
than fresh pasteurized milk. When 
this is the case, it should consti­ 
tute at least half the milk supply 
of the family. 
One ‘tall* can 
(14% oz.) of evaporated mQk, 
when 
diluted 
with 
an 
equal 
amount of water, has the tame 
food values as a quart of paw 
teurized bottled milk.”

“Cahned vegetables, rock as 
peas, spinach and beam, may be 
used when fresh vegetables are 
not obtainable or when they cost 
less than the fresh product.

The

to do 
speed limits, one way street; 
parking 
privileges. 
Speed 
signs should be ot the same 
sign in every State, and should b>* 
of such form or 
coloration 
that 
they will resemble 
nothing 
else. 
At present, there is 
entirely 
too 
g ieat diversity in this respect. 
If 
the sign is sufficiently characteris­ 
tic i he driver recognizes it without 
fail, and does 
not need to 
read 
anything on its except the n u m er­ 
als fixing the limit. 
The 
figures 
then can be large, and legible at a 
glance. 
Other wording, establish­ 
ing the official nature of the sign, 
should be small. 
It is to be hoped 
that before 
long 
a system 
of 
t wrce speeds will be accepted: low, 
middle and high; instead of 
the 
five now generlaly used, in which 
case distinctive 
symbols 
can

used on the signs, and no reading 
at all will be required. 
Signs Not Uniform 
One-way street signs 
are 
at 
present deplorable. 
They are 
not 
uniform, are not conspicuous, and 
are usually badly placed. 
As a re­ 
sult, w ell-m e'nirg drivers in un­ 
familiar parts of 
town 
are con­ 
stantly entering one-way 
streets 
adversely. 
Decided 
improvement 
is needed for these signs. 
Signs regulating 
parking 
are 
also in a confusing condition, lead­ 
ing to annoyance 
and dangerous 
situations. In most of the cities, the 
signs require reading on the part 
of the driver, who must therefore 
stop, or slow- down markedly be­ 
low normal speed in order to find 
out whether he may or may

park in a given spot, and if so, for 
how long. 
Such behavior is

structive to traffic, 
and sets

risks.

should be of the type which

quire no reading after the system 
has been noted, ami which are in­ 
telligible from a distance.

Competent 
drivers merit the aids which will 
enable them to drive their

Directional signs are those which, 
enable drivers to find their wavs 
about in strange 
localities.

new system

m arketing the principal routes has 
helped the distance driver greatly, 
but local signs are much in need of 
improvement. 
In some States, 
a 
driver wishing to know where 
•\ 
certain cross road will take him, 
must stop at the intersection (the 
place of greatet danger) and study 
a small blackboard on which there 
may be 
a number 
of 
names of 
places. From the postion where ne 
can read this hoard, he cannot see 
the other hoard which tells 
him 
where the road he is on leads to. 
In other States, instead of a black 
board, there is a flock of arrows on 
a post, giving much the same dif­ 
ficulties, or worse. 
Everywhere in 
the United States the local direc­ 
tional 
signs 
are 
anachronistic, 
suited only to the horse and w ag­ 
on stage of transportation.

are actually a considerable source1 
of danger to life and property. 
Place For Directional Signs 
The place for directional infor-, 
mation pertaining to cross roads is 
100 yards or more in advance 
of 
the intersection. 
A system needs 
to l>e worked out for the a rra n g e -1 
ment of the names where several! 
towns are involved which will 
bej 
more intelligible than the present 
assortm ents. There is no doubt that 
great improvement can be made :n 
these m atters. 
Cautionary signs include 
mark-1 
erS for curves, road ends, narrow 
bridges or ways, etc. These do not, 
in general, impose any specific re-' 
striction on the driver, but notify 
him of the nature of the hazard.! 
Obviously, these 
signs 
should be! 
distinctive, so that each 
tyne 
is 
recognizable at a glance, without 
requiring 
reading. 
When 
one 
word will carry the message, that 
word may be used in large 
type,j 
but the words for different signs 
should* be 
distinctively

visual patterns. The word "SLO W ”

I passed away at Honolulu, Hawaii, 
on May 19, 1896, thirty-seven years 
ago this week. 
Born in Missouri, 
her early childhood was p asse# in 
this State, which was also the Bet­ 
ting for a part of the careers 
of 
her brilliant father and 
mother. 
Kate Field was a woman of many 
talents: journalist, author, lectur­ 
er and actress. 
A fter her death, 
Alexander 
N. DeMenil, 
eminent 
Missouri critic, asserted th at: “ She 
was beyond doubt the foremost wo­ 
man journalist the United S ta te < 
has yet produced”. 
John M. Field, 
a 
noted 
actor, 
critic, editor ami writer, 
married 
Eliza Riddle, a famous actress

ACREAGE REDUCTION 
FEATURE OK FARM RILL 


R. L. Furry. County Agent 
The Farm Bill now pending 
in 
Congre s is designed to give “pur­ 
ity” prices on certain farm com ­ 
modities, to 
the 
producers. 
By 
“parity" price, St is meant that the 
purchasing power of a certain farm 
commodity, will he roughly equal 
to it< pre-var purchasing 
power, 
which in general means the 
pur­ 
chasing power of that commodity 
mav be above or below the pre-war 
price, depending upon whether 
nr 
not the general commodity prices 
in» above or below pre-war prices. 
This price fixing feature 
is only 
one part of the gigantic Farm Bill. 
To get the l>enefit of this price, 
the farmer must agree to reduce 
his acreage on his crops and other 
farm commodities. There is at the 
present t:me a tremendous carry- 
>ver in our major farm products 
hat is partly responsible for low 
prices. 
Lowering 
of 
production 
should allow this heavy carry-over 
to l>e absorbed and general 
farm 
prices should rnftke a natural 
in­ 
crease, as this 
surplus 
becomes 
absorbed. 
The plan is a voluntary one. No 
farmer need agree to the blank and 
follow it, unless he so desires, but 
the plan is one 
that 
apparently 
will be taken advantage of, by the 
'armers, as it is a virtual gauaran- 
'ee of price, and should prices rise 
»hove the guarantee, the 
farmer 
vill receive the benefit of it. 
The

Planning for the Unemployed 


✓*>HICAGO, famous for the efll 
dencjr of its school system, 
now bids fair to set an ex- 
on pie to the nation by the sys- 
em atic way in which It is carry- 
ng on its food relief. 
It provides 
he unemployed with a monthly 
»rder of staple foods, delivered by 
i grocery Ann 
under contract, 
Iroeh mflk and grocery orders. 
This combination takes into ac­ 
count not only the problem of a 
Bet adequate to maintain health 
xnd growth, but also the dietary 
tiabits of the varied peoples to 
which It is furnished and the 
amount of work which they are 
performing ga well. 
The general monthly rations of 
staple groceries on the list of the 
Cook County Bureau of Public 
Welfare, for Instance, differs dis­ 
tinctly from the rations which are 
provided for a Southern, a North­ 
ern Italian, a Jewish and Polish, 
a Sicilian, a Mexican, a diabetic 
or a diabetic Jewish family. 
Cal­ 
culations are made according to 
the number of persons in each 
family, and the diet differs for 
men and women and for persons 
of different ages, and takes into 
account whether they are unem­ 
ployed, doing light work, doing 
moderately hard 
work, or per­ 
forming hard muscular labor. 


Canned Foods Important 


It is not possible to publish the 
fall lists of the monthly rations 
and of ail the commodities which 
can be purchased on the grocery 
orders of the Unemployment Re­ 
lief Service of the Cook County 


Bureau of Public 
Welfare, but 
canned foods play an important 
part in this work. 
Those included in the various 
rations are 
unsweetened evapo­ 
rated milk, tomatoes, peas, cut 
string beans, cut beets, fresh lima 
beans, .saltn<>n, sardines, pork and 
beans, diced carrots, sauerkraut, 
mackerel, red kidney beans, cut 
mixed vegetables, a p p le sauce and 
beans in tomato sauce. 
Those included In the grocery 
orders are cut beets, cut carrots, 
peas, sauerkraut, spinach, string 
beans, 
tomatoes, 
tomato 
sauce { 
concentrate, salmon, sardines and 
unsweetened evaporated tniik. 
Every Precaution 


Every precaution is taken in 
this relief work to make It clear 
that the various monthly rations 
of staple groceries are not a com­ 
pleted ration, and that other foods 
will need to be added, particularly 
fruits, vegetables and milk. 
That 
is where the grocery orders come 
in. 
From these the recipients can 
choose any of the foods listed 
which they prefer. 
The rations 
are varied from month to month. 
Valuable 
information 
is 
also 
given to the unemployed on the 
uses and values of the various 
foods. Under the heading "Milk,” 
for 
instance, 
this 
information 
■ays in part: 
“Milk should be the foundation 
of every diet. 
Money spent for 
milk will bring a greater return 
in nutritive value than 
money 
■pent for any other food. 
Un­ 
sweetened evaporated milk Is just 
as nutritious as fresh milk. 
In 


many communities it is cheaper 
than fresh pasteurized milk. When 
this is the case, it should consti­ 
tute at least half the milk supply 
of the family. 
One ‘tali' can 
< 14VS» 
os.) 
of evaporated milk, 
when 
diluted 
with 
an 
equal 
amount of water, has the samo 
f od values as a quart of pas­ 
teurized bottled milk.” 
That part of the information 
under the heading “Vegetal»!ee” 
which is devoted to canned vege­ 
tables states: 
“Canned 
vegetables, 
such 
as 
peas, spinach and beans, may be 
used when fresh vegetables are 
not obtainable or when they cost 
less than the fresh product. Only 
'standard' grades of canned foods 
should 
be 
used. 
‘Choice’ 
and 
‘fancy’ grades are more expensive 
and no more nutritious than the 
*Btandard' grades. 
Diced carrots 
and beets, and cut string beans 
are cheaper than the canned whole 
vegetables. 
A number 3 or 4 
sifted pea should be used rather 
than the smaller, more expensive 
grade«.”
